Silage as a Pasture Supplement 


Keeping up the 
milk 
flow, 
and 
bringirg the cows through the sum­ 
mer in good condition, are two ,eri- 
ous problc«m confronting the dairy­ 
man. 
Experience has taught many times 
that it doe« 
not 
pay to allow 
the 
dairy herd to run down in flesh. Too 
often it happens in 
late 
summer, 
and the natural result is that cews 
freshen in thin condition and will not 
produce as well or a« efficiently 
as 
cows that freshen in good flesh, a< 
cording to Dairy Commissioner E. G. 
Bennett of the 
Missouri State Board 
of Agriculture. 
The causes of low production and 
thin cows 
in summer 
are perfectly 
obvious. 
The more important ones 
are hot weather, flies, and poor fed 
Certainly it is tiue that too many 
men keeping and milking eow-s do rot 
make adequate preparation for feed 
ing during summer. 
Results 
that 
have been obtained by members 
of 
the Illinois cow testing associations, 
who use silage to supplement 
pas 
tuic, indicate that it is one of 
the 
best feeds available for summer use. 
Ii has been found so vuluabel 
as a 
•uinimi' feed that many dairymen in 
I'iirois now put enough corn into thej 
silos to last through the summer. 
For summer feed, silage has sev­ 
eral advantages over 
soiling crop-. 
Comparison, between silage and soil- 
gae, as summer supplements to pa.-- 
ture, showed that for 
milk produc­ 
tion the silage raiton was as effici­ 
ent a* the one containing soilage. It 
was also cheaper and more conven­ 
ient to handle. 
That silage is a good feed for dairy
